3,1 Mmediatel after the taking of the Town, 'and 
-B - Caſtle of Hay, the 'D. of Laxemburzh went to 

; view the Intrenchments which the Enemies 
had made before Lzeze; and being informed 
that the Confederates Army was return'd to encamp be- 
tween this: _—_ River of Gute, and the Brook of Lande 
eto ol, bot Wo 'B2 - Ferxme ; 
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Ferme; and that on the News of his March, they had 
weakned themſelves by ſending Tea Battalions to Liege, 
he reſolved to attack them, according to the King's Or 
der, to find them out, and give them Battel. 

(2.) But the better to cover his Deſign, he commanded 
his Troops to amalſs a vaſt. quantity of, Fa/ciwes, .asif he 
had deſigned toymarch for Lige,. He: intended to; have 
broke up on'the' 27th. of uly4n the Evening, but a great 
Rain (which laſted all that Day, and molt part of the 
Night) oblig'd him to deferr it rill the next Day : So that 
on the 28th. about-Five 1n the' Morning, he left his Camp 
at Hellich, which was Seven Leagues from the Enemy, 
anft.marching in Four'Columns, the Infantry in the mid- 
dle, and the Cavalry on the wings, he paſſed 'the Farr 
near its Spring-head, betwixt the Villages of Borchimorm, 
and Latine, Luxenbirgh himiclt was. at the head of the 
Left Wing, which ia this March dompoſed the Column 
on the Right ; and arriving at the Millof Warem, he un- 
derſtood by his Scout, thar the: Enemy continued in the 
ſame Camp. When he made a halt to give the Column 
time to paſs the Defile of the Farr, and committing them 
to the Condutt of th: Mareſchal de Jozeuſe , he put 
himſelf at the head of the, Right Wing, commanded by 
the Duke de Villeroy, who was advanced between Lems-les- 
Bezrines, and Avernas. £4 To bk 

C2.) While the Infantry paſſed the Jarr, under the 
command. of the Prince of (zi, the Sieur Rubazxtel, and 
the Duke of Barnick, Lieutenant-Generals, upon ſeveral 
Bridges made for that end, Lyxembureh advanced at the 
head of the King's Houſhold, followed: by the reſt of- the 
Columae, and. made haſt to come in view of'the Enemy, 
deſigning either to keep them in their Camp, or charge 
their Rear, if they endeavoured to. re-paſs the River. 
About. Four in the Aftzrnoon: he.arrived near the Village 
of Racou, and forthwith, .put. Two Regiments 6f' Dra- 
goons. into the Villages of St. Gerirade, and Hautwinde, 

backing 
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backing them with the Battalions which were deſigned 
for the Lines, under the condu& of the Count de Moxt- 
chevrenil, Lieutenant-General , who having encamp'd 
that Day a-part from the Left of the Army, was farther 
advanced than the reſt of the Foot. 

(4.): On the appearance of this Body, the Confederate 
Generals being perſwaded, that the D. of Luxemburgh had 
ſtilla Deſign upon Lzege, they could not believe that the 
whole Army was marching toward them, but ſuppoſed 
it to be only a Detachment ſent by the Mareſchal, to con- 
ceal his March ; but the Prince of Orange, and EleRor 
of Bavaria, mounting on Horſeback, quickly diſcovered 
the truth,” and put their Forces immediataly in Battel- 
Array at the head of their Camp. 

(5.) Mareſchal Fozes/e arrived with the Left Wing ar 
Six a Clock ; and the Infantry, which the Prince of Conts 
had cauſed to march from the Paſſage of the Farr in Four

' (15.) Bzhifd-rchat Retrenchment, which was: Mounts 

ed' with Eighty Pieces: of Cannon ; their Infantry ' was 
poſted; ſuſtain'd by Two Lines of Cavalry, and having' 
alſo on their Right, from their Entrenchment, to the Ri- 
ver-Geet, Three other Lines of Cavalry, facing towards.

(16.) About half an hour paſt Four -in the Morning; 
the Cannon began to Play on both ſides, and continued

(17.) The Duke of Luxembare, having viewed ' the 
Poſture of the Enemy, judg'd, that it behov'd him in the- 
firſt place, to make himſelf Mafter of the Villages'of 
La'rand Nerwind?, on which he conceiv*'d the Succeſs of 
the Battel to depend ; and therefore, order'd the Attack

(18) The Sicur de Rubaptel Commanded the Right 
of that Attack, with rhe Brigades of the Kzze, and Cruſ- 

ſal.;-*The Count deMonrchevril,that of -the Lett,with the - 
Brigades of S:/# and Arbouville'; and the Duke of Berwick,- 
that of the middl2, with the Brigades of Piedmont and '

:(19.) The Village of Nerwinde we carried with a great 
dealof Vigour; butthe Enemyreturniog with freſh Troops, 
regain'd it after a long and bloody Fight : However, they 
were not long there, till they were Attack'd by the Bri- 
gade of Gxiche ; with the Duke of Boxrboy at their Head, 
who retook the Village, and beat the Enemy into the 
Valley, where their Cannon was planted : but the Prince 
of Orange, having immediately detach'd new Troops, 
and uſed his utmoit Efforts, to repoſleſs himſelf of that 
Village, which was of ſo much Import and Conſequence 
to him, we were obliged to retire again to the uttermoſt 
Hedges of the Village, and the like befelour other Troops, 
which had taken the Village of Laer. 

(20.) While we were Maſters of theſe two Poſts, the 
Sieur de Pracontal, with the Brigade of Montrevel, and the 
Chevalier de Bezoxs, with the Reſerve, found means, tv 
enter as far as the Plain, and to defeat one of the Enemies 
Lines, but not being ſuſtain*d ſoon enough, becauſe of 
the Defiles, they were obliged after ſeveral Charges, to 
retire to their fir{t Poſt. 

(21.) While theſe things paſt on the Left, the Prince 
of Corti, ſeized the Hedges before the Village of Lande 
Ferme, with the Brigade which had palſs'd the night on 
that ſide ; and advancing further with the four Regi- 
ments of Dragoons, order'd to march on the other ſide of 
the Brook of Laxd:z, they puſh'd the Enemy to the Flank 
of their Retrenchments. 

(22.). The Marquis de Crequzi, perceiving the Battel 
grew hot, ſuſtain'd his Dragoons by the Brigades of Va- 
wvarre, Bourbon, Lion, Anjou and Arras. And the Prince - 
de Copti, who was at the Center of the Line, marching 
up to the Attack as ſoon as it began, the Enemies were beat 
from Poſt ro Poſt, and we became Maſters of part of their

C23.) The Duke de Luxembarg returning to the Left, 


carried the Brigade of Guards with him to the Village of 
 Nerwinae, reſolving tomakehis laſt Effort upon the Place. 


The Prince de Coxtz, put himſelf at the Head of the Bri- 
gade ; and while thoſe .of Zurbeck and Zyrlaube entred 


.-by the Left of the Village; he forced it on the Right, 


chas'd the Enemy -entirely from thence, and maintain'd 
himſelf there againſt all their Endeavours to repofleſs 
themſelves, and the five Brigades of Piedmont, the 


Kings, and thoſe of C7»ſſol, Guiche, and Orleans, rallying 


themſelves, \entred-at the ſame-time. 
*(24.) At that very Moment, the Mareſchal de L»x- 


.cmburg, went to view ithe Enemies Entrenchments on the 
Righroof the Village, and there hefound a Paſſage, where 


not above two Horſemen could pats in Front, and the 
Duke de Yilercy having undertaken to paſs the fame with 
the Cavalry under his Command, L1x:mbarg went to the 
Left, to ſask.out ſame other Paſſages. 

(25.) The Duke de YVilkroy, with all poffible Diligence 
advanc'd five Squadrons «©t rhe King's Houſhold, who 
defilmg to the Right, and marching the Columne back- 
ward, centred the Retrenchment ; the Light-Horſe firſt, 
the Gens.a” Arms next, and Three Squadrons of the Guards 
de Corps lait. 

(26.) The Enemics were ſo near, that thoſe five Squa« 
drons, had {carce ground enough ro put themſelves in or- 
der, by ſtretching a little to the Left : In the mean time, 


perceiving the Enemies begin to movetoward them, they

(28.) The Sicur Xzmenes, Count de Guiſcerd, the Che- 
valier de Bez-ns, and the Sieur Pracontal youu on their 
Left, along.the Hedges of the Village of Laer, with part 
of the Second Line, and the Reſerve. The Marquis 
de Harcourt, who had march'd from Hay at the noiſe of 
the Cannon, with the 22 Squadrons uader his Command, 
to take ſhare of the Honour, and Danger ef the Day, 
made part of his Dragoons to: alight, beat the Enemies 
from the Village of Laer, and not only entred into the 
faid Village, . but alſo into the Moreſſe, betwixt it and the 
River Geete. 

(29.) Our.Troops on the Right of Nerwinde had equal 
Succeſs, the Brigades of Yermanadow, Nice, Rouſſilon, and 
Sarre, having -filPd up- ſome -part-of: the Enemies En- 
trenchments, .the Nuke de Yileroy, with the Sieur Roſen, 
th: Marquis de. Fexquieres, the Sieur de Buſca, and the

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(30,) On their Right, the Duke de E/bzef entred with. 


the Brigade of Bolen, followed by the Sieur de Vattevile, ©

Duke de Luxemburg, during the whole Attion, did thea +

A Letter from a Gentleman in Paris to his 
Friend in London ; with an Account of the Bat- 
tel at Landen, according to the beſt Information 
there, on the 3d. of Auguſt, being Five Days 

| after the Battel. 


"THE Mareſchal-de Laxemburgh, being willing toim- 
MN prove the Opportunity of attacking the (orfederate 
* Army, while weakned by a Detachment of 15000 Men 
* tro the French Lines, and roooo to re-inforce Lzege, did 
* ſend to his Mzjeſty for Orders to fight them, and pro- 
mis'd to give them a fora/ Overthrow. Accordingly, about 
* Eight Days agoe, a Commiſhon was ſent him to aQt as 
he pleaſed. On which he gaveout, T hat he would march 
* for Liece : and calling a Council of War, they diflik'd the 
* Propoſal ; but the Mareſchal liilenced them, and deceived 
© the Enemies Spies, by telling them it was the King's 
*-Order, and fo he: commanded 50000 Faſcin's to be got 
ready, On the 26th. and 27th. he wentto view Liege, 
© on the 28th. theArmy had Orders ro mirch, which Thould 
© have been thither as every boly thought ; but they were 
*ſoon undeceived, when on a fudden he changed his March, 
«and went-direQly toward-rhe Enemy, hoping to 47a 
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© them. After Nine Hours march, their Centinels dil- 
© covered our Vanguard, -poſſeſſing themſelves of all the 
6 Avenues, to a Village catted Faxerez, not far from their 
«< Front. The Duke- of Luxemburg ſpent the Night in 
«© drawing up his Army in Battel Array, and diſpoling the 
© Order of the Attacks. 'The Enemy made allo good uſe 
© of their time, ſending away*their Baggage and Tents to 
« Louvain, and caſting up Intrenchnents mounted with 
© 60 Cannon, and defended by Eight Battalions of Engliſh 
© which flinkt the Trenches. About Five next Morn- 
6 ing, the Duke of Luxemburgh commanded Monſieur de 
© Montchewvreuil, T.icutenant-General,, and Governour of 
© Arras, with Twentyfour Battalions, to beg the At- 
© tazk, and force that Village. Our Troops advanced 


«*with-all imaginable Bravery, but were fo warmly recei- 


ved by the Enemy, whoſe Cannon play'd upon them 
with Carzouches, and made ſo great ſlaughter, that they 
* were oblig'd to retire in Diſorder, leaving: their-General 
* dead upon the Place. 'Fhe Mareſchal de Jozeuſe who was 
© order'd to ſupport them, advanc'd: with Fwenty four 
© other Battalions, and” attackt the Enemy with ſuch Vi- 
6 pgour, that he poſſeſs'd himſelf of their principal Poſts : | 
*-but ſome freſh Troops coming upon him, he was beaten 
© back with a great Slaughter ; So that the Duke of I #x- 
*'emburgh began to deſpair of Succeſs; and calling on the 
* Prince de Contz, told him, That the King's Glory depended 
© only upon his Vatorr,and gave himTwentyfour freſh Batta- 
*lions compolcd of the Frexch and Sawifſe Guards, ſuppor- 
* ted by the Troops of the Houſhold, and the Brigades of 
* Surlaube, and Renold. - 'Fhe Prince fell upon the Enemy 
* very furiouſly, and though he was repulſed with great 
*Vigour, yct at the Third Charge he beat them-out of 
* their Intrer.chments; and taking the Colours belonging 
*toa Company of the Dutch Regiment of Foot-Guards, 
*flled up the Ditch with Faſcines. Being got into-the

The King.in his Letter tells us, 7 hat part of the Confe- 
dernte Army was ſlain in the Fie'd, part was drcown'd in the 
Flight, and the reft were diſperſed. Yer the Gazetteer, Pa- 
ragraph 38 ſays, That Twelve of. our Battalions, and Three 
of our Squadrons, eſcap'd. without ſo much as being, once 
charg?d ; fo that the Abbot contraditts his Maſter agaio,. 
in ſaying they were all diſperſed ;. for ſo many Battalions - 
and Guadrons will merit the name of a Body. 

But further, We may obſerve cn-the King's: Letter, 
thar it was no leſs than Nine Days after the Battel before 
it was writ, which may juſtly fill us with Wonder, that 
L owis, XIV. who is ſo ambitious of his Glory, ſhould have 
conceal'd fo long from his SubjeQs, the Particulars of a Vi- 
&ory, which did ſo much adyance it :- but the Reaſon is 
explain'd by the Author of the private Letter irom  Parzs, 
they knew not whether to mourn, or torej-yce, the caſe appear”. 
fo doubtful; and in truth, by the King, .and the Abbots 
juſtling together 1a their Advice, 1t would feem they were 
but then beginning to - recover. irom their {ſurprize, and 
therefore no wonder they fhould ſtagger. However'the 
Subjefs wanted a Cordial, or perhaps a powerful a;fſnaſivt 
from a Revolt, and therefore Louis emits his Letter, which 
thunders upon his-Enemies: in the Front, but fans upon - 
them and his-.Subjets bath in the Rear, and modeſtly 
proteſts, That he deſires nothing more thax: the happineſs 
of the Laſt, and a ſolid and durable! Peace, with the Firft'; fo 
that by Louis s.own Confeſhon, the /atter depends on - 
the former ; and” that he might drive the Argument as 
far as it would go,: he tells us, That he hath always of- 
tered Peace to his Enemies, evei-in the midſt of his greateſf 
Proſperities ; a fair Confeſlion that his good Luck is now on » 
the. Declenſion, Then where's all the Glory of this wonder- 
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fulVitory ? But that this Letter was'calculated on pur- 
pole to keep up the Spirits of his diſheartned SubjeQs, will 
appear plain enough, by the manifelt Falſhoods which it 
{o confidently advances ; as, That the Confederate Army 
was*totally diſperſed,* When he-himſelf. did acknowledge, 
That the Prince-of Orienge retreated like Taurenne,and. could 
not be ignorant of both the. Wings drawing off in good or- 
der, and thatbefore the Date of this Letter, the Confederates 
were at leaſt as ſtrong, as on the Day of. Battel; and 
had, by their own Confeſſion, Twenty five thouſand 
Men at Liege, and under the Duke of Wirtemberg. Which 
Lewis knowing to be true, thinks fit to join Prayers with 
his Praiſes, and therefore demands a Peate from God, tho? 
he pretenas already to nave it in his own Poner to give, 

Then as for his Penfioner Abbot, let's Examine his. ho- 
eſt Relation, Tn his Fifteenth Article he ſays, That our 
Infantry was drawn behind an Intrenchment,- and ſu- 
ſtain'd by our Horſe. Whereas he told us in the Fourth, 
That ovr Army was drawn +-up+-in Batte] Array, at the 
Head of our Camp ; which was the Truth, and confor- 
mable to our own Gazette, which gave the Fir{t Account 
of the:Atio7, -as alſo to the Relation printed in Helland, 
and re-printed here with the Plane of the Battel. In the 
Fhird Paragraph he fays indeed, That part of our Foot 
were poſted behind the Intrenchments, which were-caſt 
uP becauſe the Ground was open ; 10 little Reaſon had Loris 
to magnifie his Viftory, becauſe of our advantageous Em 
Campmment. ; WT F | 

But to return to the Abbot , he ſay; Art. 16. That 
the Cannon began to play on both ſides oy Four 1n the 
Morning ; whereas the- privete Letter ſays, That they 
were engaged Four Hours betore they could make uſe 
of their Cannon : And the Dutch Relation above-men- 
tioned; {ays almoſt the fame.": 2 
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The Abbot in Art. 13. ſays, The , Allies fortified 
themſelves all the Night long, with great diligence, 
having mounted their Trenches with BOY Pieces of 
Cannon, Art. 19. That they were beat from Nerwinde 
with great Vigour, and re-took it after a long and bloo- 
dy Fight ; That the French took it a Second time, and 
were again beat oft to the utmoſt Hedges ; and thar 
the like befell thoſe who attacked Laer. '. Art. 20. 
That Pracontab and Montrevil, were' beat back from the 
Plain, and oblig'd to retire after many Charges. Art, 
26. That the Gers 4 Arms, and Troops of the Hou- 
ſhold, were obliged to retire under the Fire of their 
Infantry, to Rally ; and that thie Duke de Chartres was 
ſurrounded (he ought to have ſaid Priſoner) and ma- 
ny of his Men killed, and Art. 31. That the Confede- 
rates made many obſtinate Charges againſt their whole 
Cavalry. Then if it be ſo, as the Abbot ſays, that we 
were ſtrongly intrench'd with. Eighty Pieces of Can- 
non before us, and .repulſed .the French four 'or five 
times at leaſt, 'after many Charges in the ſeveral Con- 
flitts; I appeal to any Man of Common Senfe, whe- 
ther it hath the leaſt Shadow of Probability, thar the 
French ſhould not loſe above Twothouſand Men, when 
their Battalions and Squadrons were ſo often repuls'd, 
and had Fourſcore Cannon'thundring upon them, be- 
ſides ſmall Fire-Arms, from Five in the Morning till 
near Five in the Evening, as he owns himſelf: in one of 
his Gazetts. | 

Nor is he leſs unhappy in diminiſhing their own 
Loſs, than he is in augmenting ours : For Art. 40: he 
ſays, That A! the Advices from the Enemy?'s Country, 
make their Loſs to exceed Twenty thoufand, which:

hope they may pals for ſozze) did ever affirm any ſuch

themſclyes obhg'd to believe them, but thoſe who pay 
for them, and would have them to be true. But he 
may eaſily be convinc'd of the Improbability of this 
bimſelf, if he will be pleaſed to conſider his own 37th. 
Article, where he mentions only, that the Confederates 
were purſued to.the River Gezze, and will alſo obſerve 
how near to their Camp the ſaid River was by his owa 
Relation, together with the Note in the Private Ler- 
rer, That the toil of the March, and fatigne of the Batted, 
renared the. French unfit to purſue , if they could have paſ- 
fd. ohe Rzver Geete. But to conclude this Point, I 
now nothing befter, to. demonſtrate the Impollibility 
of the French's having /o little, and we ſo great a Loſs, 
as the Abbot ſays, than to view and conſider the Plane of 
the Battel, and the ſituation of our Camp, as engraven 
in the above-mention'd. Relation beyond Sea, and re- 
printed here by Mr. Rhodes, and Mr. Harris. ;

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and he will have need of all his Philoſophy to prove 
it juſter iow ; But farther, He would do well to remem- 
ber that Pignerol is beſieged, Be/grade inveſted, King 
William at the Head of a formidable Army, as well 
as his Allies, Prince Lovrs, and the Duke of Sawoy; that 
their Privatecring Fleet dares not make Head againſt 
ours at Sea, and that the deciſive Blow is not yet gt 
ven ;: ſo that he had not belt ſing the Triumph before 
the Victory, nor feed himlelf ſo- much with the hopes 
of ſeeing his Maſters Glory encreafed, and his Domini» 
ons enlarged, who adores Venus, and Debanckes his La- 
dies, while the God of War deſtroys their Lords, of 
which Latter, the Pariſian are fo ſenſible, that the very 
next Day after the Te Dewm, 'a Paper was found upon 
Loxiss Statue, 1n the'place of Yi#-ere , repreſenting 
him with the Words of his Predeceſſor Loris XIL. in 
his Mouth, after the News of his Vitory at Ravens, 
where the beſt of his Officers fell on the Spot. Would 
fo God (ſaid he with a deep {igh) that] had loſt the But- 
rr, ſo my brave Captains were alive; and may my Enc- 
mies have always ſuch ViFories, where the Vanquiſh'd4 are 
wittorions, and the Conquerors overcome. 

' Nor will it appear unreaſonable for Lowurs XIV. to 
expreſs himſelf thus, if we conſider the Account gi- 
ven by a Perſon of no leſs Honour than Lieutenant- 
General Scravermore, That Twelve hundred wounded 
French Officers were brought into Namnr, while he 
was Priſoner there, and Four hundred of them died 
e're he came away; which doth alſo demonſtrate the 
Falſhood of the Abbot's Relation, that they have not 
loſt above Two thouſand Men, Four hundred Officers 
dead of their Wounds, and Eight hundred ſtill in the
